SAMPSON HAD NINE WARSHIPS. 


Spanish Fort Made but Little Effort 
To (Respond. 

(Copyrighted by the Associated Press.) 

Pout Au Prince, May 12.—The American 
feet under Rear Admiral Sampson bom- 
barded San Juan de Porto Rico today. 

The bombardment began this morning. 
Rear Admiral Sampson, with nine war- 
ships, arrived before San Juan just before 
sun rise. At a signal the battleship Iowa 
fired the first shot, which took effect. Then 

: 2 the battleship Indiana opened fire. In a 
few minutes Morro fort was reduced to a 
heap of ruins. 

The fort made little effort to respond and 
was silenced almost immediately. 

The Spanish steamer Rita was captured 

_ by the United States auxiliary cruiser Yale, 
which took her crew on board. 

Thousands of the population and the 

. foreign consuls sought refuge in the in- 
' terior of the tsland. 

The foregoing a{fspatch from Port Au 
Prince was not carried there by the dis- 
patch boat of the Associated Press, which 
is with Admiral Gampson’s squadron, and 
will be heard from either at St. Thomas 
or Santo Domingo. The information tele- 
graphed is from 4 reliable etaff corre- 
spondent at Port Au Prince, who received 
his advices from foreign office sources. 
His advices are believed to have reached 
him direct from Porto Rico, via Santiago 
to Kingston, and thence to Port Au Prince.

Seven train loads of troops from Chicka- 
mauga are expected to arrive before morn- 
ing and others will follow rapidly.

BOMBARDMENT OF SAN. JUAN 


Admiral Sampson's F'leet Appears Before the Forti- 
fications.and Grumbles*Them Down. 


BY ROBERT B. CRAMER. 


With Sampson’s Fleet, Off Porto Rico, May 12.—(By Cable from St. Thomas, West Indies.) — 
Admiral Sampson, after having pounded so vigorously against the old walls of the fortifications of San 
Juan, now walks the deck of his flagship a conqueror! 

There were indications last night that the admiral had grown tired of waiting for the fleet which 
never came, and that he had decided upon the alternative movement, that of reducing Porto Rico. The 
ships, riding grandly upon the waters, kept maneuvering for position, and when sunrise could be discerned, 
a swift messenger went belching forth from one of the guns of the lowa, and sent terror into the hearts of 
the inmates of the [loro whose history in Porto Rico is fully as repulsive as that of its namesake in Cuba. 

It was with a grim face, full of determination, that Captain Robley D. Evans found himself at last 
commissioned to send shot and shell into the midst of the hated Spaniards. No sooner had the lowa’s siz- 
ziing messenger reached its destination than the guns of the Indiaria were trained upon the fortifications. 


From the slowness with which the first answer came back it would appear af if the garrison must 


have been asleep, and even when the shells from the American vessels must have aroused them to full 
wakefulness, their answer was feeble, and as the walls began crumbling around them they abandoned their 
guns, and San Juan lay at the mercy of Admiral Sampson. 

The work was so quickly done and with such little resistence that the officers of the fleet could 
scarcely believe that the end had come, but with no enemy in sight, with no responding shots, it was use- 
less to continue the fight. This ending, however, was in strange contrast with the impudence and insult- 
ing messages which the Spanish officers have sent during the last day or two. 
but showing their teeth in white rage, hissed the challenge, «Come and take us if you can.” 

The people of San Juan whocould get away have been seeking the interior for a week past. It 
was well known there that a conflict wrs at hand; that the bombardment. of the city was inevitable, 
whether the Spanish fleet came or not. Admiral Sampson did not wish to go any farther than the re. 
duction of the fortifications. That accomplished, the end ot Spanish power in Porto Rico has been brought 
about. It brings with it, however, the necessity of providing for the public safety, for with the destruction 
of Spanish authority, demoralization* reigns in Porto Rico. This will make necessary quick action on our 


~ 


part in order to prevent excesses which the lawless may commit. ‘ 

During the ten days which the fleet of Admiral Sampson has been at sea, it has been closely 
watched forevery move. It was confidently expected on Sunday last that the Cape Verde fleet would be 
met somewhere on the north coast of Hayti. Asa consequence the fleet kept in battle form and pushed its 
way slowly so as to prevent an uuexpected meeting and to be ready for any emergency which might come. 
As Monday and Tuesday of this week passed away, it brought the conviction that the Spanish fleet must 
not be in these waters. Admiral Sampson, steaming clear away from the shore of Porto Rico, passed the 
island, and went considerably ouf to sea, until he became thoroughly satisfied that there could be no fleet 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

Then he made up his mind to take possession of Porto Rico, and his fleet was turned toward the 


bay of San Juan with the result already told. - 
An incident of the day was the capture of the Spanish steamer Rita by the Yale. The Rita was 


disposed to be saucy, but it was no go, and she had to surrender.

"Key West, May 12—When the United 
States gunhoat Hudson came up to the 
government at 8 o’clock this morning the 
bodies of five dead men were lying on her 
after-deck. They were the remains of 


Ensign W. Bagley and four members of 


the crew of the torpedo boat Winslow, who , 
were killed in an engagement in Cardenas | 


harbor yesterday. The bodies were cover- 


ed by the stars &nd stripes. 


| In the cabin of the Hudson was Captain 


John B. Bernadou, of the Winslow, who 
is slightly injured in the left teg, and sev- 
eral others of the Winslow crew who are 
slightly wounded. The dead ase:

The engagement took place inside the 
harbor of Cardenas. The gunbgat Wil- 
mington, the torpedo boat Winslow and the 
gunboat Hudson were the only vessels en- 
gaged. They entered the harbor for the

These latter, however, were not discover- 
ed by the American force until the Span- 
lards opened fire.

All are slightly wounded except Patter- 
son, whose condition is serious. 

The battle, while it lasted, was terrific, 
The Wilmington and the Hudson were 
ahead, and opened fire on the 
boats which were lying at the docks. The 
firing began at a range of 3,500 ynrds. 

All Shells Thrown at Winslow. 

‘A few minutes later the Winslow came 
up and also opened fire. In an instant the 
entire attention of the Spanish gunboats 
and land batteries was directed upon her. 
From all sides shot and shell seemed to 
pour in upon the little torpedo boat. The 
crew of the Winslow, however, never fal- 
tered for a second. At 2.35 p. m. a solid 
shot crashed into the hull of thé Winslow 
and knocked out her boiler. In an instant 
she began to rolk and drift helplessly. 
Then there was a moment of awful sus- 
pense. | 

A flerce cheer of triumph went up from 
the Spaniards on the gunboats and in the 
batteries, and again a storm of fire was 
opened upon the helpless boat. 

The gunboat Hudson, which was lying 
near by, started to the assistance of the 
Winslow. She ran alongside the torpedo 
boat and tried to throw a line to the im- 

Up to this time, with the exception of 
the one, shot which disabled the boiler of 
‘the Winslow, the firing of the Spanish 
gunboats hai been fair, but as the Wins- 
low lay rolling’ in the water the range

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. near enough to throw a line to the Wins- 


low’s crew, so terrible was the fire all 
about her. Finally, after trying for about 
twenty minutes, the Hudson appeared near 
enough to throw a line. Ensign Bagley 
and a crew of six men were standing in a 
group on the deck of the Winslow. 


‘““Heave her! Heave her!” shouted 
Bagley as he looked toward the com- 
mander of the Hudson and called for 


~ 


a line. 

“Don’t miss,” shouted an officer from 
the Hudson, and with a smile Bagley called 
back: | 


“Let her come. “It’s getting too hot 
“here for comfort.” 


The line was thrown and at the same 
instant a shell burst in the very midst of 
the group of men on board the Wins- 
low, 

Bagley was instantly killed and a few 
others dropped about him. Half a dozen 
more fell groaning on the blood-stained 
deck. One of the dead men pitched head- 
long over the side of the boat, but his 
feet caught in the iron rail and he was 
hauled back. 

Bagley lay stretched on thg deck, with 
his face completely torn away and the 
upper part of his body shattered. 

It was a terrible moment. The torpedo 
boat, disabled and helpless, rolled and 
swayed under the fury of the firing from 
the Spanish gunboats. 

When the shell burst in the group on 
board the Winslow another wild shout of 
triumph went up from the Spanish boats 
and batteries and again a heavy fire was 
opened on the torpedo boat. 

Finally, the Hudson succeeded in getting 
@ line on board the Winslow and was 
towing her out of the deadly range, when 
the line parted, and again both boats were 
at the mercy of the Spanish fire. 

At 3:30 p. m. the Hudson naged to 
get another line on the deck of the Wins- 
low: but there were only three men left 
there at that time to make it fast. Thé 
line was finally secured and the Winslow 
was towed up to Piedras island, where she 
was anchored, with her dead and wounded 
on her decks. There some men from the 
Hudson went on board the Winslow and 
took the most seridusly wounded off. Two 
taken on board the gunboat Machias died 


+ there shortly afterward. 


Dead and Wounded Reach Key West.

Ekija B. Tunnetl, cook. had been in the 
service only a few months, his first enlist- 
ment bearing date of March 21, 1898. He 
was born’ in Accommac county, Virginia, 
and his next of kin is his father, John 
Tunnet?, now a resident of Wattsville, Ac- 
commac:county, Virginia. Tunnet!] was the 
only colored man in the list of dead and 
wounded. , 

Lieutenant J. B. Bernado, who is report- 
ed as being wounded, ts one of the most 
dashing and venturesome young officers 
in the wiaval service. It was because of 
this very qhalfiy that he was selected for 
the command of the Winslow, as it was 
Known that the service requifed would 
be of the most hazardous character. Lieu- 
tenant Bernado . is - really ‘an expert in 
torpedo work. He was born November, 
1858, in Philadelphia, and was appointed 
to the naval academy by President Grant 
in 1876. In 1892 he became a lieutenant. 
junior grade, and attained his full lieu- 
tenancy in 1896. . 

Of the wounded, Daniel McKeowm quar- 
termaster, second class, was born in, Newry, 
Ireland. McKeown was naturalized and 
had been in the navy about ten years. 

Commodore Remey sent the full report of 
the fight to the navy department, which 
was received by Secretary Long tonight. 

The report is from Commander Merry, 
the senior officer. He incloses skeleton re- 
ports frem Commander Todd, of the Wil- 
mington, and Lieutenant Bernadou, com- 
mander of the Winslow. The reports speak 
in bigh terms of the management of the 
vessels and the conduct of the men, Com- 
mander Todd referring particularly to the 
handling of the Winslow in the hot fire as 
“highly meritorious.” 

Lieutenant Bernadou’s report indicated 
that the Winslow was riddled by the ea- 
emy’s fire, but he believes that she can be 
so repaired as again to render her efficient. 

Appended is the text of the dispatch re- 
ceived by the department from Commander 
Merry. The dispatch, wfitten yesterday, is 
dated at Key West today and received. at 
the department at 9:30 p. m. tonight. 

The arrival of the Wilmington and Wins- 
low off Cardenas this morning induced me 
to confer with Commander Todd, of the 
Wilmington, on the subject of attacking 
and cutting out three small gunboats in 
the harbar. 

“The Machias, Wilmington, Hudson and 
Winslow proceeded in as far as the ob- 
structions would allow. The Machias took 
position 2,100 yards northeast of Diana Cay. 
The Wilmington, Hudsen and Winsiow en- 
tered the inner harbor between Romero 
and Blanco Cays, where there were no 
mines and were soon steaming into Carde- 
nas bay. At 1:40 p. m. fire opened from 
these vessels and continued until 3 p. m., 
when they started to return to the outer 
anchorage. I inclose reports of Todd and 
Bernadou. Commander Todd reports: 

“It was impossible for the Wiimington to 
approach nearer than 2,000 yards, The Span- 
ish gunboats could not be seen from this 
distance and the Winslow was directed to 
go nearer to see if she could deterniine 
where they were lying. She had gone only 
toward the shore when she 
was fired upon from a gunboat, The Wil-: 
mington and Siege returned the fire. 
After a rapid exchange of shots for fifteen 
or twenty minutes in which a shore battery 
is supposed to have engaged, it became 
evident that the Winslow could not steer. 
At this time the Hudson came up and open- 
ed fire and the Winslow asked to be towed 
out, as she was disabled. The torpedo boat 
seemed to be the only target at which the 
enemy fired. She wag struck several times. 
One engine was disabled, the steering gear 
shot away and one boiler was disabled. Her 
commanding officer was wounded, but not 
oleate Ensign Bagley was fatally 
wound and died before he could be 
brought on board the Wilmington, John 
Varvoris, oiler, and John Daniel, first- 
class fireman,’ were killed on board the 
Winslow. Two other men were fatally 
wounded, one of them, J. V. Meek, first- 
class fireman, died in a. boat while being 
transferred to his ship. The other, Josiah 
Tunnell, ship’s cook, first class, died after 
being brought on board the Wilmington. 
He was struck twice. No casualties except 
on the Winslow. The handling of the Wins- 
low in the hot fire was highly meritorious: 
The commanding officer of the Winslow de- 
sires through me to commend to the de- 
partment the general conduct of his crew, 
especially that of Chief Gunner’s Mate 


Brady. 
‘Lieutenant Bernadou, of the Winslow, re- 
rts: 


at ‘I was directed by Commander Tadd to 
approach a small steamer alongside the 
wharf at the eastern end of the town and 
examine her character. We steamed towar 
mole at full speed. On approaching withi 
1,500 yards a gunboat and battery on shore 
opened fire. The Winslow returned and 
maintained the fire until the end of the ac- 
tion. She was riddled by shells of caliber 
of two and a half to three inches. She 
was finally towed out of range by the 
revenue cutter Hudson. Casualties as re- 
ported this morning. I desire to express my 
thanks to Lieutenant Newcomb, command- 
ing officer of the United States steamship 
Hudson, when being under heavy fire, he 
towed this vessel out of actual range. My 
opinion is that the Winslow can be repaired 
so as to render again efficient service, Full 
report mailed.’ ’’

Hers is a collection of priceless value. 
There are solid gold sticks, silver sticks, 
exquisitely. engraved; sticks that are a mar- 
vel of the carver’s art and sticks that con- 
tain jewels that would move even a New 
York opera patron to envy. 

Queen Victoria has leaned more heavily 
on her stick of late years, using it to cross 
the room even. instead of only on long 
walks about Windsor castle and after a 
long, tiresome ceremony.

A STORY OF THE WAR.

During the winter of 1863-64 it was the 
fortune of General Cullen A. Battle, of 
Alabama, to be president of the court 
martial of the Army of Northern Virginia. 
One bleak December morning, while the 
snow ccvered the ground and the wind 
howled around his camp, he left his bivouac 
fire to attend the session of court at Round 
Oak church. Case after case was disposed 
of, and at length the case of the Confed- 
erate States vs, Edward Cooper was called 
—charge, desertion. 

A low murmur rose spontaneously from 
the baitle-scarfed spectators as the young 
artilleryman arose from the prisoners’ 
bench, and in response to the question, 
“Guilty or not guilty?” answered, “Not 
guilty."" The judge advocate was proceed- 
ing to open the prosecution when the 
court, observing that the prisoner was un- 
attended by counsel, interposed, and in- 
quired of the accused, “Who is your. coun-! 
sel?” He replied, ‘‘I have no counsel.”’ 

Supposing that it was Cooper's purpose 
to represent himself before the court, the 
judge advocate was instructed to proceed. 
Every charge and specification against the 
prisoner was sustained, The prisoner was 
then told to introduce bis witnesses. He re- 
plied: “I have no witnesses.” Astonished 
at the calmness with which he seemed to be 
submitting to what he regarded as inevita- 
bie fate, General Battle said to him: 
“Have you no defense? Is'it possible that 
you abandoned your comrades and deserted 
your colors in the presence of the. enemy 
without any reason?’ 

He answered: “There was a reason, but 
it will not avail me before a military 
court.” 

General Battle then euid: 

“Perhaps yOu @re mistaken; you are 
charged with the highest crime known to 
military law, and it is your duty to make 
en the causes that influenced your ac-

GEORGIANS SEEKING. OFFICE IN ARMY 
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Colonel Carlton Is Certain of a Place 
and Other Candidates Are in 
Luck—Georgians To Be In- 
vited to a Launching 
Soon.

Washington, May 12.—(Special.)—After all 
the paraphernalia of his office had been 
taken to the depot and the members of his 
staff had said goodby to their associates, 
General Miles announced that he would not 
depart from Washington tonight, as he 
had expected, but that there would be an- 
other postponement until tomorrow night. 

The general and his eubordinates will 
give no reason for this further delay, but 
it is understood that a messenger from 
Gomez is expected tn Washington tomor- 
row, and that one reason for the general’s 
remaining here is that he may confer with 
this messenger and obtain the latest in- 
formation from Cuba. 

The disaster to the Winslow has had the 
effect of accelerating things in all branches 
of the government. It has brought the 
war home to the officials at Washington, 
as well as the people of the country, closer 
than anything else that has happened here- 
tofore and has had the salutary effect of 
urging on the president and his advisers. 

Criticising the Cardenas Move. 

There is a disposition at the navy depart- 
ment and throughout the city to criticise 
the action of whoever is responsible in 
sending the Winslow into the harbor of 
Cardenas. It looks very much as if it were 
foolhardy to have sent such an inadequate 
force into that harbor, and while the naval 
officials will say nothing in advamce of the 
ofticial reports of the affair, they do not 
disguise «heir chagrin at its outcome. 

Much personal regret is expressed among 
the young officers of the navy at the death 
of Ensign Bagley, who seems to have been 
a very popular fellow. He was from North 
Carolina and a brother-in-law, I believe, 
of Editor Josephus Daniels, of Raleigh. 
There is no disguising the fact that the 
disaster to the Winslow has had im a sense 
a depressing effect upon Washington. 

After Manila, people seemed to have got 
the idea that our men were going to find 
the Spaniards the easiest kind of marks, 
and that the Americans could go through 
the war without loss of life. There is a 
tendency to blame the president for not 
having had all these land batteries alomg 
the Cuban sea front cleaned out long ago. 
White nothing official has been received, the 
reports showing an engagement of Porto 
Rico are generally believed here. 


Dr. Carlton’s Appointment. 


Dr. Henry Carlton, of Athens, former 
member of congress and as gallant a soldier 
as ever wore confederate gray, is to be 
given a staff appointment with rank of ma- 
jor upon the staff of some one of the major 
generals. 

Dr. Carlton has not yet been appointed, 
but it is expected that the next list of 
staff appointments sent in will contain his 
name. é 

He is to receive appointment as an engin- 
eer Officer, having been assigned a@s such by 
Adjutant General Corbin. He receives his 
appointment on the indorsement of Sena- 
tors Bacon and Clay. When Senator Bacon 
talked with General Corbin about the as- 
signment he explained that Dr. Carlton was 
not an engineer, but that he had command 
of a battery in the confederate service dur- 
ing the four years of the war. General 
Corbin replied that though the doctor 
might not have had the technical education 
of an engineer, if he had seen four years’ 
active service, he knew and understood just 
the kind of engineering that the army 
wanted. 

Another Georgian who is more than like- 
ly to secure a staff appointment, though it 
has not yet been settled, is ex-Consul Jim 
Dobbs, of Marietta. General Wheeler is 
anxious to have Dobbs, and if “Fighting 
Joe” has a place at his command, Dobbs 
will get it. He is regarded at the war de- 
partment as a particularly valuable man, 
and his services are sure to be utilized with 
the invading army. 

Hugh Gordon is an applicant for a place 
on the staff of some corps commander, and 
has the indorsement of General Miles. The 
Georgia senators have indorsed Hugh Col- 
quitt for a staff position, but there is no 
intimation of what his chances are. Dr. 
Drake, of Atlanta, has ‘been offered a posi- 
tion on the medical corps with the rark of 
captain, but his friends are endeavoring to 
secure for him a place with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel with a ggod chance for 
success. His knowledge of yellow fever 
would seem to make him an especially val- 
uable man. ‘ 

Wight for Brigadier General. 

The senators and representatives are do- 
ing all in their power to bring about the 
appointment of Colonel Wight as brigadier 
general, and they believe there is a fair 
chance of their succeeding. 

Colonel Livingston called at the navy 
department today and saw Secretary Long 
with regard to the launching of the Ala- 
bama, which is scheduled for next week. 
He called the secretary's attention to the 
fact thut two of the well-known survivors 
of the old Alabama are now citizens of 
Atlanta or vicinity, and suggested that they 
should be extended an invitation to be pres- 
ent upon the occasion. They are Colenel 
John MacIntosh Kell, adjutant general of 
Georgia, who was first officer of the old 
Alabama, and Mr. Jerry Lynch, of Atlanta, 
who was among the younger officera. The

Today's lists of appointments and pro- 
motions includes Captain Woodruff, of the 
Fifth, who is made inspector general with 
the rank of major. Captain Fred Hodgson, 
of Athens, js promoted to the position of 
quartermas®r wifh the rank of major. He 
has been in the quartermaster’s department 
and receives his promotion on the recom- 
mendation of the quartermaster general. 

Lieutenant Eli Hoyle, of Atlanta, is pro- 
moted to commissary of subsistence, with 
the rank of captain. 

Editor A. E. Gonzales, of Columbia, is 
appointed assistant adjutant general, with 
the rank of captain, and John Barle, o 
South Carolia, son of the late Senator 
Earle, is appointed commissary of subsist- 
ence, with the rank of captain. 


SENATE PASSES CARRIERS’ BILL. 


Right of Court To Issue Injunction Is 
Prohibited. 


Washington, May 12.—After a prolonged 
discussion the senate this evening passed 
the bill concerning carriers engaged in 
interstate commerce and their employees 
popularly known as the railway arbitra- 
tion bill. The most important amendment 
to the measure was-that which provides 
that courts shall issue no  iniunction 
against railway employees which shall 
compel them to give their personal service 
to a company against their will. 

A bill was passed removing all disabili- 
ties imposed by the fourteenth amen4- 
ment to the constitution upon persons who 
were at one time engaged in the late war 
against the United States. 

The war revenue measure was reported 
to the senate and notice was given that it 
would be taken up next Monday for con- 
sideration. 


HOUSE PASSES WAR MEASURES. 


Line of Coast ‘Defense Vessels Is Pro- 
vided For. 


Washington, May 12.—The house today 
effected but little legislation. An important 
measure providing for the organization of 
& special line of coast defense vessels and 
the enlistment of men adequate to man 
them was paseed. 

The senate bill establishing a volunteer 
signal corps was passed without amend- 
ment. 

These two emergency measures were the 
features of the session. 

A resolution calling upon the secretary 
of war for information relative for the con- 
struction of a ship canal at Sabine Pass, 
Tex., and its probable effect upon ihe 
depth of the harbor at that point. The 
house voted to insist upon its non-concur- 
rence in the senate amandment to the 
bill providing for feeding and arming the 
Cuban people. 

Nearly two hours were cofisumed in an 
inffectual effort to secure consideration 
of the house bill to organize a hospital 
corps of the navy. 

The house adjourned at 4:18 p. m. 


ALLEGED SPY HANGS HIMSELF. 


Englishman Charged with Giving In- 
formation to Spain Commits Suicide. 
Washington, May 12.—George W. Down- 

ing, alias Rawlings, the man arrested last 

Sunday under suspicion of being a spy in 

the service of Spain, hanged himself at the 
Washington barracks today shortly after 
9 o’clock. A towel and silk handkerchief 
were used as the instruments of death. 
When discovered, life was not yet ex- 
tinct, and the surgeon and steward were 
called. Their efforts to preserve his life, 
however, were futile. The corpse was re- 
moved to the morgue at 2 o’clock. It is 
not yet known what disposition will be 
made of the body. The guards in charge of 
the prisoner walked the length of the cor- 
ridor every fifteen minutes, and every one 
near him were under instructions to keep 
him under surveillance. He watched his 
opportunity, however, and during the few 
minutes when no one was near, put an end 
to his life. 

Downing was an Englishman by birth, 

thirty-three years of ‘age, and prior to 
coming here had been yeoman of the 
Brooklyn, from which ship he was dis- 
charged because of suspicion attaching to 
his loyalty, and because he could not get 
along with the men. He swore to be re- 
venged, and coming to Washington, it is 
said, came into communication with one of 
the Spanish attaches, who hired him to 
furnish Senor Polo and his subordinates 
information.

REACHES SENATE 


Committee on Finance Has at Last Con- 
cluded Its Werk. 


ALLISON SUBMITS THE PAPER 


Provision of House Bill Calling for 
Bonds Is Stricken Out. 


MINORITY REPORT WILL BE SUBMITTED 


Coinage of Seigniorage and Issuance 
of Greenbaécks Distinctive Fea- 
tures of Measure. 


Washington, May 12.—The senate com- 
mittee on finance today concluded its con- 
sideration of the war revenue bill after a 
two weeks’ sitting and Senator Allison re- 
ported it to the senate at 4 o'clock. 

The bill shows that all the provisions tn 
the house bill for the issuance of bonds 
and certificates of indebtedness were strick- 
en out and Mr. Allison in reporting the 
measure made a minority report giving 
authority for the bond issue. 

The amendment inserted at the instance 
of the democrats for the issuance of green- 
backs is as follows: 

“That the secretary of the treasury {: 
hereby authorized and directed, for the 
purpose of meeting and defraying the ex- 
penditures made necessary by reason of 
the existing war agafnst Spain, to prepare 
and issue on the credit of the United States 
of America from time to time as the same 
may be needed during the next fiscal year, 
United States legal tender notes to the 
amount of $150,000,000, which notes shall be 
of like denominations and of the same legal 
tender quality, and shall be payable and 
redeemable and re-issuable in the same 
manner as the 340,000,000 millions of such 
notes now outstanding, as described anc 
mentioned in the act of congress of May 31, 


1878, said notes when first issued to be ex- 
pended only upon the war account afore- 


said, and said notes shall be exempt from 


taxation by or under state or municipal 
authority.” , 

The provision for the coinage of the sil- 
ver seigniorage is as follows: 

“That the secretary of the treasury shall 
immediately cause to be co‘ned, as fast 
as needed and as soon as possible, into 
standard silver dollars which shall be of 
like weight and fineness and of legal ten- 
der quality as those provided for under 
existing law, the silver bullion now held 
in the treasury, being the amount of the 
gain or seigniorage derived from the pur- 
chases of silver bullion by the treasury un- 
der the act of July 14, 1890, amounting tc 
the sum of $42,000,000; said money-so coined 
to be immediately available for payment of 
expenditures on account of the present war 
with Spain. The secretary of the treasury 
is hereby further authorized to immediately 
issue in advance of the coinage of said 
seigniorage aforesaid, silver certificates of 
similar design and denominations and of 
the same quality, payable and redeemable 
in ike manner as those authorized by law 
in such sums as may from time to time be 
needed for said war expenditures, not ex- 
ceeding in all the total amount of said 
seigniorage as held in the treasury.”’ 

The provision inserted at the instance of 
the democratic members of the comm:ttee, 
and which has during the consideration of 
the bill veen Known as the corporation tax, 
is much broader in its scope than this de- 
scription would lead one to believe. The 
first paragraph of this provision is as fol- 
lows: . 

‘Every person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion owning or possessing, or having the 
care or Management of any railroad, street 
railroad, sleeping car, canal, steamboat, 
ship, barge, canal boat, or other vessel, or 
any stage coach or other vehicle, except 
hacks or carriage not running on continu- 
ous routes, engaged or employed in the bus. 
iness of transporting passemgers or freight 
for hire, or in transporting the mails of the 
United States, shall be subject and pay a 
special annual excise tax equivalent to one- 
fourth of 1 per cent of the gross receipts 
from passengers, mails, shippers or freight- 
ers of any such railroad, street railroad, 
sieeping car, canal, steamboat, ship, barge, 
canal boat or other vessel or such stage 
coach or other vehicles; Provided, that the 
assessment hereby made shall not include 
any amount for the receipts for the trans- 
portation of persons, freight or mails be- 
tween the United States and any foreign 
port, but such tax shall be rates for the 
transportation of persons, freight or mails 
from a port within the United States 
through a foreign territory to a port with- 
in the United States, and shall be assessed 
upon and collected from persons, firms, 
companies or corporations within the United

A like tax of one-quarter of 1 per cent of 
the gross receipts is imposed on any per- 
eon, firm, company or corporatian carry- 
ing on or ordering an express business; also 
on any person, etc., “qwn'ng or possessing 
or having the care or management of aviy 
telegraphic or telephone line,”’ also on life, 
fire, machine or accident insurance comp2- 
nies for the security and assurance of em- 
Ployees against losses by employees, al) of 
which are to pay on the basis of premiums 
and assessments collected and the dues 
accruing, like taxes to be paid by foreign 
companies doing business jin the United 
States; also on persons, etc., furnishing 
Sas or electric light, electric power, stear 
heat, steam power, refining sugar or refin- 
ing petroleum. Then follows the provision 
for a tax on corporations, giving the ex- 
emptions, which is as follows: 

“That every corporation doing business ir 
the United States, whether chartered under 
the laws of the United States or any state 
or territory of the Uniteg States, or any 
foreign country, shall pay a special annual 
excise tax, and said tax shall be the equiv- 
alent of one-fourth of 1 per cent of the 
whole amount of the gross receipts of such 
corporations derived from such business; 
provided, that this section shall not apply 
to any corporation that is subjected to 
excise tax under sections of this act, nor 
to religious, educational, benevolent, elee- 
mosynary or cemetery corporations, ‘nunic- 
ipal or other public corporations, fraternal 
beneficiary societies or orders ‘or associa- 
tions operating upon the lodge system and 
providing for the payment of life, sick, ac- 
cident and other benefits to the members 
of such societies, orders or associations, and 
dependents of such members, building and 
loan associations which make loans only 
to their shareholders: nor shall corpora- 
tions which buy and sell raw or unmanu- 
factured domestic agricultural products be 
required to pay any tax with respect to 
such dealings, except as otherwise provided 
in this act.’ Another paragraph in this 
portion of the bill imposes an excise tax 
on banks, as follows: 


“Every person, benk, assoc’ation, company 


or corporation engaged in the business of 
banking shall pay a special excise tax 
which shall be equal to one forty-eighth 
of one per cent each month upon the aver- 
age amount of the deposits of money sub- 
ject to payment by check or draft repre- 
sented by certificate or deposit or other- 
wise, whether payable on demand or at 
some fut'ure day.” 

Persons affected by these provisions ar 
required to make monthly returns. Evas‘ons 
ef payment for ten days are punished by 
the addition of 10 per cent and for attempts 
at knowing evasions a penalty of $1,000 is 
provided. 

Taking up the bill at the beginning the 
more important amendments are as follows: 

Stored beer, ale, etc., are exempted from 
the operations of the act; the discount on 
the beer tax is increased from 6 to 7% per 
cent; for the house provision for stamps on 
beer, ete., a simpler one is substituted. 

A license ig imposed on bankers, etc., as 
follows: 

On bankers employing a capital of $50,000 
or less, $100 for each license, and $2 for each 
additional $1,000 of capital, savings banks 
peing exempted; brokers $50; pawn brokers 
$20: commercial brokers $20; custom house 
brokers, $10; foreign insurance agents $59; 
proprietors of theaters, museums, concert 
halls, circuses, $100 each; other public ex- 
hibitions, $10; bowling alleys and billiard 
rooms, $5 per table. 

There are a great many changes in the 
tobacco schedule. The tax on manufactured 
tobacco, snuff, etc., is increased from 12 to 
16 cents per pound. The tax on cigurs 
weighing more than three pounds per thou- 
sand is reduced from $ to $3.50 per thou- 
Sand; on small cigars from $2 to $1: on 
cigarettes from $2 to $1.50 per thousand. The 
house provision taxing tobacco on hand is 
stricken out. There is a reduction of the 
tax of tobacco dealers, manufacturers, ete. 
whose annual sales falls below $5,000 to 56 
from the house rate, which was $12 and 
tobacco peddlers are exempted from the 
operations of the act. There are also sim- 
ilar reductions on the licenses of cigar 
manufacturers. 

The penalty for a violation of section 4 re- 
lating to the adhesive stamps is increased 
So as to make the offense a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of $5300 or imprison- 
ment for a year or both. Failure to cancel 
is also made a misdemeanor punishable by 
a fine of $0 or by imprisonment for six 
months. 

The paragraph authorizing private dies 
is stricken out. Imprisonment is also added 
as one of the penalties for ¢ssuing or ac- 
cepting unstamped documents, indeed, this 
addition is made to almost all the provis- 
ions for violating any portion of the bill, 
the effect being to make the bill far more 
stringent than it was as it came from the 
house. 

The proviso attached to section 106; ex- 
empting building and loan associations was 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“That stocks and bonds issued by co- 
Operative building and lean associations 
whose capital stock does not exceed $10,000 
and building and loan associations which 
make loans only to their members shall! be 
exempt from the tax herein provided for.’’ 

The provision in section .17 relating to 
telegraph messages which in the house 
bill exempted free and press messages is 
amended so as to include these by making 
the provision apply to all messages. 

The penalty tor making, eseiling or re- 
moving for consumption or sa.e drugs, 
medicines, preparations, etc., contrary to 
the provisions ot schedule be without af- 
fixing a stamp is increased from a fine of 
$100 to a fine of $500 or imprisonment for 
six months. The penalties for all viola- 


tions of such rules are made much more 
strict 

The bill is also amended as to provide 
for a tax on prescriptions. 

The commissioner of internal revenue is 
given authority to procure stamps from 
private persons until January, 1899, when 
they cannot be supplied by the bureau of 
printing and engraving. 

The change made in schedule A relating 
to stamp taxes indicate that the committee 
devoted very careful attention to it and 
as a consequence almost every line is 
changed. 

After the first paragraph of this sched- 
_— the following is inserted as a_pro- 
viso: 

“That in case of sale where the evi- 
dence is shown only by the books of the 
company the stamp shall be piaced upon 
such books; and where the change of own- 
ership is by transfer certificate the «tamp 
shall be placed upon the certificate and in 
cases where the transfer is by delivery 
of the certificate assigned in i there 
shall be made and delivered by the seller 
to the buyer a bill or memorandum of such 
sale, to which the stamp shall be affixed, 
and evéry bill or memorandum of gale 
hefore mentioned shall show the date 
thereof, the name of the seller. the amount 
of the sale and the matter or thing to which 
it refers. 

“Any person or_persons violating or seek- 
ing to evade this provision shall, upon 


“conviction, be found not lees than $500 nor 


mvre than $1,000, or be imprisoned more 
than six months, or both. 

“Upon each sale, contract, agreement 
or other evidence of a sale of any prod- 
ucts or merchandise at any exchange or 
board of trade, either for present or future 
delivery, for each $100 in value of said sale 
1 cent and for each additional $100 or frac- 
tional part thereof in excess of $100, 1 cent.” 

A proviso is added requiring stamps to 
the necessary amount be affixed to the bill, 
memorandum or other evidemce of sale. 
The penalty is the same as the previous 
proviso. 

The house exemption of bank checks un- 
der $20 is stricken out, leaving cll checks, 
drafts subject to the stamp of 2 cents. The 
rate of domestic bilis of exchange of less 
than $100 is reduced to 2 cents and 2 cente 
is added to this rate for each additional 
3100. This provision is made applicable. to 
postoffice money orders. The tate on for- 
eign bills of exchange is made double the 
rate levied om domestic exchange. A wni- 
form rate of 1 cent is required on all bills 
of lading. manifests, receipts, etc., for 
packages issued by railroad, steanboat, ex- 
press companies, etc. A tax of 1 cent is 
also imposed upon conversations over tele- 
phone lines where the charge exceeds 15 
cents. 

The rate on indemnifying bonds is in- 
creased from 25 to 530 cents. The provision 
for taking deeds of conveygnce is cnanged 
so as to make tharate W cents where the 
consideration is below $500 and wding 
cents for each additional $500. 

A uniform rate of 1 cent is made or tele-

hies. The tax on mortgages of less than 
500 in amount is fixed at 2% cents, snd

The paragraph requiring a tax un powers 
of attorney is so modified as *o exempt 
those given ex-soldiers in the collection of 
pensions and other claims against the gov- 
ernment. The requirement for a tax on 
probate and administrative proceedings ro- 
garding wills is also eliminated. On general 
receipts a uniform rate of 1 cent is made. 


Trade markets are included in the taxa- 
ble articles in schedule B relating largely 
to druggists’ proprietary articles. There 
are slight changes in all the rates under 
this schedule. Mineral waters are entirely 
exempted from the provisions of act on all 
wines except those bottled and these the 
rate is reduced one-half, being 1 cent on 
pint bottle and 2 cents on quart bottles. 
Special provision is»made that on all the 
articles in this schedule it shail only be 
necessary to affix the stamp when they 
are sold. A drawback equal to the inter- 
nal revenue tax is to be allowed on articies 
of this class which are exported. ; 

The tax an legacies does not require 
payment where the bequest is less than 
$5,000. On legacies between $5,000 and $25,- 
000 the rate of taxation is scheduled in ac- 
cordance with the proximity of relation- 
ship between the testators and heirs from 
75 cents to $1 on each 100 with a proviso 
that legacies passing by will or by law 
to the husband or wife of the person died 
possessing, shall be exempt from tax. 

In case where the legacy is more than 
$25.000 and less than $100,000 the above tax 
is multiplied by one and a half; between 
$100,000 and $500,000, multiplied by two; be- 
tween $500,000 and $1,000,000 multiplied by 
two and half, and where it exceeds $1,000,- 
000 multiplied by three. The act is made 
to. take effect on the day next preceding 
its passage.

of the bond feature and also the provision 
for time certificates, but reducing the 
amount of bonds and changed the language 
of both provisions. As offered they are a6 
follows: 

“That the secretary of the treasury is 
authorized to borrow from time to time at 
a rate of interest not exceeding 3 per cent 
per annum such sums or sum as in his 
judgment may be necessary to meet public 
expenditures and to issue therefor cer- 
tificates of indebtedness in euch form ‘as 
he may prescribe and in denominations of 
$50 or some multiple of that sum, and each 
certificate so issued shall be payable with 
the interest accrued thereon at such time 
not exceeding one year from the date of its 
issue as the secretary of the treasury 
Mv prescribe.’’ 

It is provided that the certificates of in- 
debtedness shall first be offered at popular 
sudscription: that the amount of such cer- 
tificates outstanding shall not exceed $10.- 
000.000 and that at least $50,000,000 of certifi- 
cates shall be issued before bonds shall be 
issued. 

The bond section authorized the secretary 
of the treasury to borrow £300,000,000 or so 
much thereof as he may deem necessary 
to meet the expenses of the war and issue 
therefor coupon or registered bonds at not 
less than par, in denominationa of $25. or 
some multiple of that sum, redeemable in 
coin at any time after ten years and pay- 
able in twenty vears and bearing interest 
at 3 per cent. The bonds shall be offered 
as a popular loan, no commissions ghall be 
paid thereon and allotinge the bonds and 
certificates the subscriptions of individuals 
beginning with the lowest emounts shall 
be first allotted. 


MONTGOMERY’S INDUSTRIES. 


President George C. Smith, of the West 
Point Road, Tells of Them. 


The formal opening of Montgomery’s new 
union passenger station last week was a 
notable event over there. Atlantians can 
measure the way in which it was regarded 
by imagining the sensations which they 
would feel if the railroads should build a 
handsome union passenger station in this 
city. Of course, in Atlanta’s case, it is 
almost impossible to imagine such a thing, 
just as it is impossible to conceive confines 
of space. 

The Montgomery Advertiser has been 
printing the speeches delivered at the ban- 
quet, in serial form. Among the toasts was 
“Montgomery as a Manufacturing City.” 
This was responded to by Mr. George C. 
Smith, of Atlanta, president of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad and Western rail- 
road of Alabama, 

In speaking to this toast, Mr. Smith gave 
some interesting data about Montgomery’s 
industries, as follows: 

“Among the principal Hines of manufac- 
turing industry in Montgomery are two cot- 
ton mills, with an annual product of over 
$400,000, and empioying 500 hands; two cotton 
seed oil mills, with a product, and payroll 
nearly as large as the cotton mills; two com- 
press companies; one cordage company, 
three brick manufacturies, two foundries, 
one cooperage company, one boiler works, 
three ice companies, a pants factory, an ex- 
tensive brewery, with a large product and 
employing 100 hands, two fertilizer com- 
panies, with a combined product of $300,000, a 
cracker factory, a light and power company, 
with a large investment and product, ua 
water company, a printing company, two 
bottling works, a broom factory, three car- 
riage companies, a pickery company, a tile 
company, a distilling company, three ma- 
chine companies, a dry kiln company and 
many other miscellaneous manufacturing 
companies with large capital. 

“The aggregate of Montgomery’s manu- 
facturing interests represents more than 
3,000 employees, and an annual product of 
over $10,000,000. 

“It appears that Montgomery was not 
born into the world of towns until about 
1820—simultaneously with the advent of 
Alabama as a state; that it was not in- 
corporated as a city until 1837; that it had 
no railroads until 140, when the Montgom- 
ery and West Point railroad, which is now 
the Western railway of Alabama, was open- 
ed for a distance of twelve miles—and con- 
cerning which a narrative furnished me, 
states that the ‘company owned one en- 
gine, but it was so frequently out of or- 
der that it had to use horses a good deal.’ 
Its gross earnings for the first month of its 
operation were $500. 

‘That this road was not opened to West 
Point, Ga., until 1861; that the Montgomery 
and Mobile road was not completed until 
about 1858; that the South and North road 
was not opened until 1872; the Central of 
Georgia railway in 1873; the Alabama Mid- 
land in 1893; the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery (now the Georgia and Alabama 
railway) in 1891, and the latest comer, the 
Mobile asd Ohio railroad is just completing 
its line into the city.”

Great Powers. Exclude Americans 
from Atlantic Victories, 


A SENSATIONAL PUBLICATION 


Says United States Will Not Be Allewed 
to Shell Spanish Ports, 


FOREIGN HAND SHOWN AT MANILA 


Emperor of Germany Said To Have 
Prevented Dewey from Landing 
on the Philippines and Other 
Governments Are Act- 
ing with Him. 


London, May 12.—An evening newspaper 
publishes the following from a source that 
is alleged to be authoritative: 


‘At least three of the great powers are 
determined to prevent America from bring- 
ing the war into European waters. Maniia 
oniy escaped bombardment through the ac- 
tive intervention of the German consul, 
acting under the direct orders of the em- 
peror. 

“When the news arrived from Manila 
that Commodore Dewey had been ordered 
to take the place the German residents sent 
a pressing request to Berlin demanding help 
and protection from the double danger of 
bombardment and exposure to the plunder- 
ing of the natives. The response was 
prompt. The German consul was instructed 
to oppose energetically all us¢less devasta- 
tion beyond the proper acts of war. to op- 
pose the debarkation of the Americans 
unless in sufficient force to maintain order, 
to protect the lives and property of Ger- 
mans. and to fix the amount of damages 
sustained by Germans. 


German Warships At Manila. 


“Instructions were at the same time sent 
to the commande? of the German squadron 
at Kiao-Chou bay and by tomorrow four 
German warshirs will be at Manila. 

“In the meantime three ambassadors, not 
including Sir Julian Pauncefote, have made 
friendly representations to Secretary Day 
reminding him that according to the pres- 
ident’s message the liberty of Cuba was 
the sole object of the war and that hence 
the bombardment of the Cuban cvast 
towns which will only add to the distress 
of the natives, will be contrary to the 
avowed sentiments of the United States. 

“Coupled with this representation was 
the reminder that the rights of European 
residents must be respected. President Mc- 
Kinley was impressed with the arguments 
and it wag then that Admiral Sampson was 
ordered to partially raise the blockade of 
ee and to seek to destroy the Spanish 

eet.”* 


Europe Will Want a Divide. 
If the United States takes possession of 


Hawali during the present war with Spain ,; 


it is believed Europe will endeavor to insist 
that the occupation of Hawaii was an inci- 
dent of the war and the continental pow- 
ers will desire to include Hawalii in the 
apportionment of territory perhaps as a 
partial offset against the Philippine islands. 
In the best informed diplomatic circles con- 
fidence is expressed that the United States 
will not be permitted to acquire such 
strength in the far east as is involved in 
the occupation of the Philippine islands 
and Hawaii, without reckoning with the 
powers.

There is, in short, no arzument. in 
favor of a bond igsue at this time that 
does not lead to the direct conclusion 
that those who favor it do so on the 
sole ground that a certain number of 
New York bankers should be paid a bo- 
nus of three or four hundred millions 
Simply because there is a war on hand. 
The proposition. put familiarly, amounts 
to this: “Well, fellows, as we are going 
to tax the people on account of the war, 
let’s whirl in and tax them for the bene- 
fit of the money lenders of New York.” 

The gold organs of this section are, 
no doubt, heart and soul in favor of the 
bond issue. We invite them to give their 
reasons for it. Let them undertake to 
show the people why and how the demo- 
cratic proposition to coin the silver 
seignicrage now lying idle in the treas- 
ury, and to issue $150,000,000 of treasury 
notes or greenbacks, is not worthier in 
every way than the scheme of the gold 
party in congress to rob the people of 
three or four hundred millions of dollars 
in interest solely for the benefit of the 
money lenders. 

We hope that the democrats will take 
their stand on the vlan of the senate 
finance committee and refuse to be driv- 
en from it by threats, abuse or cajolery. 
We hope they will take their stand on it 
and refuse to consider any sort of com- 
promise that involves more bonds—not 
in the interests of party or partisanship, 
but in the interest of the over-taxed pro- 
ducers of this country without regard to 
party. 

It is a position that can be defended 
before the people in all parts of the coun- 
try, and the party that takes its stand 
there and refuses to be driven from it 
by any consideration will be invincible 
before the pedple. If the gold party 
wants to stand by anybody in this crisis, 
let them stand by the people and throw 
their bond proposition in the waste bas- 
ket. 
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The Omaha Exposition. 

The Trans-Mississipp! and Interna- 
tional exposition at Om:2a, Neb., will 
be formally opened on the first of next 
month, regardless of the disturbed con- 
dition of the country growing out of the 
existing war erisis. 

Word to this effect has been given 
out by the authorities. Of course the 
interference of disturbing interests is 
to be regretted, but the progress of the 
enterprise has proceeded so far that it 
cannot be postponed without detriment; 
and the authorities have-no alternative 
but to hold it at the time fixed upon 
originally. ‘While every one at present 
ig concerned over the existing war cri- 
sis, it is barely possible that hostilities 
will be over before the time arrives for 
throwing the gates of the exposition 
open to the public. But even if the 
war continues, it will hardly serve to de- 
stroy interest completely in what is un- 
mistakably the most important enter- 
prise which the great west has ever un- 
dertaken. 

Still another circumstance which lends 
encouragement to the outlook for the 
exposition is that thousands of people 
who have been in the habit of going 
yearly to the coast in search of recrea- 
tion and amusement for the summer 
months will turn their faces toward the 
inland pleasure haunts rather than in- 
cur the risk of meeting warships bearing 
Spanish flags. Of course there is little 
actual danger to be dreaded from going to 
the coast this summer, but the vaguest 
idea of danger is sufficient to make 
some people unalterably opposed to in- 
curring any risk. In view of this in- 
firmity, the Trans-Mississippi and Inter- 
national exposition may reap some us- 
expected benefit from the existing war 
crisis. 

On account of the industrial and com- 
mercial interests which attach to this 
great enterprise, it is greatly to be hoped 
that success will crown abundantly the 
zeal exemplified in the Trans-Mississip- 
pi and International exposition. 


The Condition of the Insurgents. 

The statement is made on good author- 
ity that when the troops of the United 
States land in Cuba for the purpose of 
driving out the tyranny of Spain from 
that iskand, they will receive compara- 
tively little help from the insurgent 
forces. 

Undoubtedly this statement will awak- 
en much. surprise in view of the superb 
courage which the insurgent forces have 
exhibited since the outbreak of the pres- 
ent uprising nearly four years ago. But 
we hasten to observe that the cause for 
this predicted inability on the part of 
the insurgent forces to render much as- 
sistance to our troops is due not to any 
lack of patriotism at this crisis, but sole- 
ly to the lack of focd. On account of 
the hardships and privations which they 
have been compelled to suffer within the 
past few months, they Rave lost much 
of the physical endurance which is need- 
ed to support them in the vigorous mili- 


tary operations which must ngw be car-. 


ried on without intermission. Such be- 
ing the case, it is not likely even with 
improved weapons in their hands that 
the insurgent forces, worn out in the 
struggie’ which they have waged so long 
in vain, can be of much assistance to 
the fresh and energetic. troops of the 
United States, except in the matter of 
supplying them with information and 
advice concerning the appointments of 
the island. ) 
Information received within the last 
few days from sources which can be re~ 
lied: upon state that. the insurgent forces 
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fn the provinces of Pinar de) Rio and 
Havana number scarcely more than 3,000 
men. We have been induced by state- 
ments which have come _ from other 
sources to believe that Gomez was ready 
at the head of 40,000 Cubans to meet the 
troops of the United States, and to move 
immediately upon Havana; but such, it 
appears, is not the case. In the whole 
of Cuba there are not 40,000 insurgents 
underarms. Sjaughter, famine and dis- 
ease have played sore havoc with their 
ranks, until at length they barely aggre- 
gate the half of that number. Instead 
of being mobilized in one place 
awaiting the arrival of fresh troops from 
the United States, they are scattered 
broadcast throughout the island. In 
fact, the statement if made that General 
Gomez has not even made any seriovg 
effort to mobilize the troops which are 
located in the immediate neighborhood 
of Havana, the alleged reason being that 
he does not look with much favor upon 
the invasion of Cuba on the part of the 
United States, since it is likely in some 
measure to deprive him of his laurels. 

While this statement may do great in- 
justice to the patriotism of the Cuban 
leader, still it is evident from the best 
Information which can be obtained that 
the Cubans are in rather poor condition 
to give us any practical assistance, end 
that in seeking to take possession of Ha- 
vana We must rely mainly upon wurocwn 
strength. 

He Has Landed. 

Our readers will observe that Senator 
Wolcott is going by easy stages into the 
gold party. At the St. Louis convention 
in 1896, he refused to follow his convic- 
tions, as Teller and other honest men 
did, but continued to cast his lot with 
the gold men. 

This was the first step. The next was 
his acceptance of the chairmanship of 
@ commission appointed to promote the 
republican farce of international bimet- 
allism. To say that Mr. Wolcott did not 
know two years ago, as well as he knows 
now, that international bimetallism was 
simply a bait for gudgeons, would be to 
discredit his intelligence. Mr. Wolcott 
is not a fool by any means; on the con- 
trary, he is a man of great ability; but 
neither in this climate nor in any other 
do high principles invariably accompany 
great intelligence. They ought to, but 
they do not. 

Mr. Wolcott’s third step toward the 
gold party, and the one that lands him 
plumply in it, is his vote in the senate 
finance committee in favor of a bond 
issue, and in opposition to the coinage 
of the seigniorage and the issue of $150,- 
000,000 of treasury notes. He is now in 
the gold party, and we expect to see him 
betray the zeal that belongs to a con- 
vert. (‘He deserves to be rewarded by 
the gold men, and we do not think there 
will be any long delay about this part 
of the programme. 
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From the Moral Standpoint. 

Sober afterthought is ofttimes fatal 
to the glamor of great victories: but 
such isthe exceptional and brilliant 
character of our recent triumph in Ma- 
nila harbor that instead of confirming 
the truth of this statement it continues te 
fascinate our minds with fresh charms. 

We hazard nothing in observing that 
the battle of Manila will rank among 
the greatest naval engagements of the 
world, not only because of the signal 
and complete triumph which it conferred 
upon our flag, but also because of the 
quality of mercy which it exemplified in 
such abundant measure. 

On entering the waters of Manila 
harbor in the dim twilight of the early 
Sabbath, Commodore Dewey persistently 
refused to return the fire of the enemy 
opened upon him from the batteries on 
the shore fearing that in doing so he 
might inflict injury upon non-combat- 
ants. Could anything have been nobler 
than this act of generous and humane 
forbearance? If some less heroic spirit 
had controlled the situation, failure 
might have come upon us through ex- 
cess of rashness and brutality, or even 
at best, the shedding of unnecessary 
blood might have dimmed the luster of 
our triumph; and in looking back upon 
the coo] and resolute demeanor of the 
man who held the destinies of the en- 
gagement in his grasp we cannot escape 
the firm belief that the hand of provi- 
dence directed him. Seemingly in re- 
compense for the humanity which }e ex- 
hibited in refusing to return therfire of 
the enemy under the circumstances 
which surrounded him in the obscure 
twilight came the signal victory which 
he achieved later when he wiped out the 
entire Spanish fleet without the loss of 
one brave man. 

But this is not the only feature of the 
engagement at Manila which gives it 
moral tone and character. When the 
fortifications at Cavite had fallen under- 
neath our guns, giving us free access to 
the shore. Commodore Dewey immedi- 
ately went over and commenced the 
work of ministering to the distresses of 
the wounded. Rarely in the annals of 
internecine warfare has the victor sent 
back home such tidings: “I am protect- 
ing Spanish sick and wounded. Two 
hundred and fifty sick and wounded in 
hospital within our lines.” Though 
clothed in blunt language, there is beau- 
ty in the spirit which inspired these 
words, and we should treasure them in 
fond remembrance for the instruction of 
posterity. While we have good reason 
to rejoice over the triumph which our 
brave men and stout warships have 
scored for us in eastern waters, we have 
even greater reason to rejoice over the 
superb display ‘of moral prestige which 
crowns the whole affair with the grace 
of that beatitude: “Blessed are the mer- 
eiful.” : 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT, 
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The St. Louis Globe-Democrat navs this 
tribute to the Spanish pbuteher: ‘“Wevtler 
is still looking for vindication. No eeneral 
ever needed it more than he does. His bar- 
barity did more than any other single feat- 
ure of the Cuban war to bring on the con- 
flict between the United Stste® ond Spain, 
which is destined to lay the I4tter In the 
dust.

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OUR NATIONAL DISH. 


People will eat pies as long as there are 
cooks to make them. Knowing this, our at- 
tention should be turned toward making 
them what they should be, i. e., wholesome 
and digestible,. To this end, says a writer 
in What To Eat, remember that good, 
healthful food cannot be made from poor 
material. Especially is this true of what- 
ever is used for shortening. When one can 
get it, country-rendered lard is best: next 
to that, what is called butchers’ lard. Lara 
mixed with cotton seed oil is permissible 
if the oil is not rancid. 


For each pie allow one cup of flour and 
one-half eup of good, sweet lard: add a 
small saltspoonfu] of sgit and mix thor- 
oughly, then add just water enough to mix 
together. The exact amount of water can- 
not be given, as some flour requires more 
moisture than others to form a dough. 
Grease your pie tins with lard or butter, 
press the crust smoothly in the tin to ex- 
clude alr puffs, put in your filling, cover 
and press the edges well together, then 
bake In a quick oven. 


If proper attention is paid to the baking 
a pie may be eusily slipped off of the tin 
as goon as it is done and will be a delight 
to the family, so far as the crust is con- 
cerned. In baking very juicy fruit pies line 
your tins with the crust, fill with fruit well 
sweetened, then cover with strips of crust 
in diamond shap or in squares. Now firm- 
ly preSs one of the strips of crust around 
the ends over the edge of the cross sirips 
ang bake in a quick oven, These can also 
be easily slipped from the tins and in ap- 
pearance they are very inviting. 


Always use tin plates to bake pies on 
and if they are nearly new the pies should 
not be allowed to stand on them longer 
than to cool,

THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


A dispatch recetwed ‘by The Constituticn 


late yesterday afternoon from New York 
stated that P. B. Armstrong had been re- 
elected- president.of the Manhattan Fire 
Insurance Company. 

This certainly comes as 2a surprise to 
the insurance world, although nothing that 
Pr. B. Armstrong does need surprise any 
one.- It has been only two or three weeks 
since he was forced to resign the presi- 
dency and it was eaid at the time that he 
went out tosetay. It was told that his asso- 
ciliates ha@ enough on him to keep him from 
‘ever raiping.a finger of protest. But Arm- 
strong is a rare bird. He was put out of 
the Manhattan once before, but he went 
into the courte and after a long litigation 
and manipulation, got back, @lthough he 
found that ‘the company’s business had 
been reinsured. He reorganized the Man- 
hattan about the first of this year and 
was elected president. Four months later 
he was asked to resign by the directore, 
who passed a resolution declaring that 
he had no authority to perform any of the 
duties of president. 

Armstrong’s policy was to write big lines 
of insurance and it was charged against 
him that he was not doing a safe business 
for the stockholders.

Still there are enough American scouting 
vessels covering the approach to the West 
Indes channel to spot any approaching 

: Spanish ship in short order. The people 
on the New England coast have had their 
apprehensions aroused again lest the Span- 
ish appear in force off their coast and pro- 
ceed to destroy the summer resorts and 
small craft there. 

The navy department has done what it 
regards as right in assigning the monitors 
and some vessels of the mosquito ‘leet to 
the patrol of this coast, and in holding 
Commodore Schley’s magnificent squadron 
at Hampton Roads ready to fly at twenty- 
knot speed to any point om the coast that 
may be threatened. 

A dispatch came today to the navy de- 
partment from Admiral Dewey, at Manila. 
It was dated Hong Kong today, was evi- 
dently a few days old, and does not show 
that Dewey has possessed himself of Ma- 
nila. Probably he regards his original or- 
ders are not broad enough to justify that 
action without further directions, and as 
his dispatch was sent last Monday, he 
could not have received the last orders of 
the department. The nature of these or- 
ders is indicated by the assignment of two 
such officers as Major Generals Merritt and 
Otis to command the troops that are to be 
hurried to the Philippines as rapidly as 
steam will take them when the quarter- 
masters has provisioned the ships at San 
Francisco. General Merritt ig the senior 
major general in the United States service 
after General Miles, and in ordinary cases 
is entit@d to the most important com- 
mands, so his designation for this work 
may be taken as evidence of the president's 
estimate of the choice of this expedition. 

In all official quarters of the state de- 
partment and in diplomatic circles the re- 
ports coming from London to the effect 
that some of the powers, particularly Ger- 
many and France, have protests against 
American occupation of the Philippin:s are 
met with flat denial. There has been no 
recent concerted action among the contl- 
nental powers toward intervention, nor 
have the representatives of these powers 
in Washington exchanged any views lately 
touching on intervention. This statement 
is made in the most specific manner by 
French and German officials. 

They are beginning to feel considerable 
annoyance at these oft-repeated reports 
and they are inclined to attach some sig- 
nificance to the fact that all of them ema- 
nate from London. In at least one embassy 
of a continental power this tendency at 
London has received official attention and 
the notice of the statement has been 
drawn to it during an official interview. 
Both the German and French authorities 
feel that their announcements of neutra.ity 
should be received in good faith and with- 
out the frequent intimation that they are 
about to intervene to defeat the ends of 
the United States. 

As showing how far fetched such reports 
are. an ambassador stated tonight that in- 
tervention along the lines suggested by the 
cable dispatches from Londen would be so 
clearly against American interests as to 
amount to a casus belli. Being one of the 
four ambassadors at Washington, he was 
in a position to state that there was -no 
truth in the publication at London cabled 
to this country that the ambassadors have 
made joint representation to Secretary Day 
concerning the occupation of the Philip- 
pines. Judge Day treated the report as 
purely fanciful and dismissed it by remark- 
ing that nothing whatever of thar kind had 
occurred. There is no doubt that Germany, 
France and Great Britain are sending their 
warships to the Philippines, but th‘s is said

TRAGIC END TO PLEASURE PARTY 


Young People Were Well Known in 
the City and Had Many Friends. 
Rescue Parties Worked All 
Night To Locate the 
Bodies. 


MISS ANNIE McDONNELL MOORE 
and Mr. Paul B. Scaife were drowned at 
Lakewood last night about 9:45 o’clock 
while taking a pleasure ride in a rowboat. 

They were at Lakewood with a party 
of relatives and friends. Scaife reached 
Lakewood behind the others, and asked 
Miss Moore to take a ride on the water. 
Mr. W. D. Gray made the same request of 
Miss Ada Moore, and the two parties start- 
ed off for a half hour’s row. Miss Annie, 
as she took her place in the boat, laughing- 
ly said to her sister: 

“If you don’t see me again, goodby.”’ 

The two sisters playfully kissed each 
other, and the boats went out in different 
d.rections. 

They had been gone but a little while 
when Watchman Foster heard a splash in 
the lake opposite the bath houses. Then 
across the dark, cold water there came a 
cry of “Help!” followed by a woman's 
scream. 

Quickly as possible a dozen boats put 
off from shore. In the foremost of these 
was Will Neal, a negro waiter, and he was 
in time to seize Miss Moore’s cloak as she 


rose to the sufface, but just as he did so” 


one of the other boats struck his with such 
force as to drive him far away. He had 
the young lady’s cloak and hat in his hand 
when he saw her sink under the water for 
the last time. 

Fires were kindled on the shore, and ef- 
forts were made at once to recover the 
bodies, but up to 3 o'clock this morning 
all attempts had beem unsuccessful. 

When the accident octurred Mr. Gray and 
Miss Ada Moore had just landed and were 
stepping out of the boat they had occupied. 

What the Watchman Saw. 

Watchman Foster stated that he was 
standing on the shore near the edge of 
the lake when he heard a loud’ splash. 
Then a man called for help, and immediate- 
ly afterwards a woman screamed three or 
four times. The calls and screams were 
heard by the others on the shore, and every 
boat; more than a dozen, put off for the 
place where the accident had occurred. 

“T think the man called for help twice,” 
said Mr. Foster, ‘‘and I am positive the 
woman screamed three times.” 

Saw Them as They Went Down. 

Mr. P. L. Wood, of the Atlanta Railway 
Company,wa s in the pavilion when he 
heard the agonized screams for help. 

Instantly realizing what had happened, 
he hurried to a boat and paddled for the 
middle of the lake. 


Just as he reached the capsized boat, . 


he saw the two young persons go under 
the muddy water. He endeavored to 


reach them to extend assistance, but the 
bodies went down like lead. 

“T found the hat worn by Scaife,” said 
Mr. Wood last night; “I also picked up 
the wrap worn by the young lady, which 
was floating on the water. I waited at 
the place sev. val minutes hoping to see the 
bodies rise, but they had gone to the bot- 
tom, and nothing more was seen of them. 
Every effort was made to rescue the bod- 
ies, but we failed, and could not locate 
them.” 

Mr. Charles O’Ferrall was among those 
who hurried to the rescue. He worked 
heroically to rescue the bodies, but could 
not find them, as they were doubtless on 
the bottom when he arrived on the scene. 

The Pleasure Party. 

It was 7 o’clock last night when the fol- 
lowing persons arrived at Lakewood for 
the purpose of spending the evening at 
that resort: 

Mrs. C. L. Moore, of No. 41 Houston 
street, and her two daughters, Miss Annie 
and Miss Ada; Messrs. Paul B. Scaife, T.

Mr. Scaife did not arrive in the city until 
7:45 o'clock, and word was _ieft 
at the Moore residence for him to go to the 
lake.

' How the Accident Occurred. 

There were three theories as to how the 
young people met their death.

Another theory is that the couple wer 
exchanging seats in order that the young 
lady might take the oars; and still anothe

After the accident Mrs. Moore and Mis:

They did so with saddenec 
hearts and entered their home which they 
had left but a short while before witt 
hearts filled with anticipations of a pleas- 
ant evening. 

After their departure those who remainec 
behind redoubled their efforts to find th« 
dead bodies, but as the lake was very deer 
and the lights on the shore dim it seemed a} 
impossible task. No one could tell the 
exact spot where the bodies went down, as 
the boat had drifted after it was turnec 
over. The lake at that point ts very deer 
and there is quite a current. 

A Cultured Young Lady. 

Miss Moore was about twenty-two year: 
of age. Her father, Dr. C. L. Moore, has 
been in Texas on a business trip for the 
past seven months and is expected to ar- 
rive in Atlanta next Saturday. Mrs, Moore 
conducts a boarding house at No. 41 Hous. 
ton street. 

Miss Moore graduated at the Morris 
Glenn college, at Washington, D. C., ir 
1896, with high honors. 

She was an accomplished musician. Ir 
her social set she was a great favorite anc 
had a large number of friends who will be 
deeply pained when they learn of her 
sad death. 

Who Mr. Scaife Was. 

Mr. Paul Scaife was twenty-eight year; 
old and for a long time had been in the

TN CAMP TODAY 


Twenty-One Hundred Volunteers 
“Are Now at Camp Northen, 


FULL COMPLEMENT BY NIGHT 


The Troops Are Belng Mustered into 


Service as Fast as Possible, 


SAVANNAH BLUES GET IN ALL RIGHT 


Yesterday Was Devoted to the Usual 
Routine of Examining and Mus- 
tering in Volunteers—Unde- 
sirable Element Is Be- 
ing Thinned Out.

Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., May 12.— 
(From a Staff Correspondent.)—Twenty-one 
hundred men will spend tonight under the 
tents at Camp Northen. Two companies 
from Savannah, under Captain Austin and 
Cann entered camp with 173 men today, 
and Captain Beusse came with a part of 
his company from Athens. He brought for- 
ty-three men and more than forty will 
join him tomorrow, 

The state’s entire quota of 2,400 men fs 
expected to be here tomorrow night. With 
the exception of long hours at drilling, 
physical examinations and mustering in, 
today has been uneventful. Captain Mills, 
the mustering officer, is delayed in his 
work on account of the time required by 
the company clerks to make out the neces- 
sary rolls, and to get information regarding 
each man in the companies. 

Four companies were mustered into the 
United States service today, namely: Cap- 
tain Gleason, Savannah, 80 men; Captain 
Drummond, Savannah, 7 men; Captain 
Mell, Savannah, 79, men; Captain O’Brien, 
Savannah, 80 men. None of the members of 
these companies refused today to be mus- 
tered in. 

The men who, after enrolling, have sig- 
nified an intention of wanting to get out, 
are in every instance willingly allowed to 
go and the officers of the regiments and 
light batteries say they are rapidly losing 
the undesirable element. In some cases 
where men have attempted to leave the 
camp without honorable discharge they 
have been publicly dismissed from the com- 
panies. 

Captain Nash heard that three men were 
discussing a plan to leave the camp last 
night and sent a detail of four men to the 
train to stop them and bring them _ to 
camp. They would have been publicly fired 
this morning, but the men did not make 
the attempt. 

Griffin has not seen such activity in a 
long time as is here tonight. The soldiers 
have the town, and the streets are crowded 
with them. Almost a solid line is coming 
from the camp into the city, and but for 
the darkness the life of the town would re- 
semble midday.

Description of Men. , 
The surgeons who are here, principally

descriptions of men for the purpose of iden- | 


tification, Six or seven companies, working 
about 500 men, were brought before him 
during the day. The companies are lined 
up near the table where the surgeon 
stands. This table ig placed among the 
trees, B emon the men or officers will not 
be hampered by air. heat or space to work. 
A commissioned officer of the company 
takes the roll of the men’s names and the 
first sergeant, who is standing nearby, calls 
the names of the men. As he does so they 
come from the company to the table, where 
the nature of the complexion, whether 
fair, dark or ruddy is taken, the color of 
the eyes and hair is also placed on the 
record sheet for future reference. This is 
done in order that the men may be easily 
picked out by name, or if the name is not 
known they can be described, The physi- 
cians say this is necessary, as, for in- 
stance, when a man ts killed in battle, the 
surgeons can turn to the roll and and learn 
his name or if he deserts he can be de- 
scribed and located by that means. It its 
the first warlike step that has been taken 
to prepare for any emergency in case of 
a battle where many may be killed. 

A number of men were physically exam- 
ined today by Major Taylor, of Fort Mc- 
Pherson. who is one of the busiest men 
in the camp. Companies that have been 
previously examined before coming here 
are “given a hasty inspection by the sur- 
geons and allowed to pass without the thor- 
ough examination required when they en- 
roll, 

Many Things Are Wanted. 

Many things are lacking at the camp that 
are wanted and more are needed. The offi- 
cers are in a quandary to know what the 
government will do with them and how 
long it will be before some kind of equip- 
ments and even the necessities will be fur- 
nished. 

The camp is said to be most incomplete. 

The question of arms is a puzzling one. 
Some of the companies have guns, uniforms 
and equipments, but there are many more 
that have neither of these three things. 
The men are given strict training in phys- 
ical exercise, but valuable time is being 
10st as the use of arms cannot be taught 
them. The appearance of the camp would 
be greatly improved if the men could ap- 
pear in uniforms. As it is they are forced 
to wear their citizens’ clothes, which are 
very comely and from one officer’s stand- 
point, are unsightly. 

Captain Willcoxon has arms, Captain 
Barker is partly supplied, the Macon boys 
and Savannah Volunteer Guards have their 
uniforms, equipments and guns. Some oth- 

companies have a few guns 
the men are. drilled in squads 
all may be taught some 
thing of the use of arms, The officers are 
divided in opinion. Some believe the state 
m'‘litia @uns can be obtained, while others 
believe they are the property of the state 
and cannot be sent to the troops here. 
They are ready to accept anything that 
will facilitate the work before them. It 
is thought, and accepted here as the plan 
of the government, that the war depart- 
ment will order the governor to call for 
the arms of the militia, and as soon as 
they are given the men the order to move 
on to Chickamauga will be received. It is 
presumed that if the order comes sooner 
than the soldiers are supplied, the govern- 
ment will have arms at Chickamauga ready 
to distribute among them. The order is 
daily expected by the Hght artillery that it 
will be ordered to Chickamauga. The two 
companies are without arms and it is 
understood that the guns for them have 
been sent to the national park instead of 
coming here. In this event the artillery- 
men will be ordered to the mountains very 
soon. 

Something that is wanted next to arms 
is a band leader. The Fifth regiment band 
is here and attracts large crowds when- 
ever it appears, but it has been hired and 
the members do not have any desire to 
enlist. The officers are anxious and the 
men none the less so to have a good musi- 
cal organization in the camp. At the pres- 
ent time the band varies with strains of 
patriotic music the monotony of camp life 
and its music will be greatly missed when 
it is gone. A band leader gets $72 a month 
and will be allowed to enlist any musicians 
he desires. ' 


Articles of War. 


The members of Captain Willcoxon’s com- 
pany are the first soldiers in the cam , 
to hear the articles of war read. At 3 
o’clock this afternoon the captain formed 
his men in the company street and in- 
structed them to give ‘the closest attention 
to the articles of war which would be 
read to them. He then read those sections 
of army instructions Rnown by that name. 
The men Hstened attentively to the rules 
andi regulstions which will govern them 
in their personal conduct toward their su- 
perior officers, toward each other and the 
proper observance that must be pafd to 
army orders issved. The articles of war 
outline the conduct of a soldier to the mi- 
nutest detail and is necessary informa- 
tion for them to know. Afterthe mien have 
once heard the articles they are expected 
t>2 know how to dermean themselves prop- 
erly and the ignorance of the law excuses 
no cne here as well as in the st&te. 

Every company commander is required to 
read these to his men after they are mus- 
tered into the service of the United States. 

Colonel Brown told me today that he 
expected to have the full quota of Geor- 
gia's troops in camp tomorrow night.

Hundreds of Soldiers Passed 
Through Atlanta Last Night 


RAILROADS ARE KEPT BUSY 


One Hundred and Twenty-Nine Loaded 


Cars Sent to Tampa 


TWO FULL REGIMENTS ON BBARD 


| First Sections Come in, About 7 O’Clock 


and the Last About 2 O’Clock. 
Were Hastily Transferred 
to Central Road With- 
out Delay. 


THE HURRIED TRANSFER OF UNIT- 
ed States regulars to Tampa continues 
with a rush. The railroads were taxed to 
their fullest capacity yesterday and hun- 
dreds of soldiers were whirled through At- 
lanta last night on their way to the fast 
approaching scene of conflict, 

Nine heavily loaded trains, with 129 cars, 
passed through this city between the hours 
of { and 2 o'clock. There were nearly 2,500 
men on board, besides large lots of wagons 
and army equipments. Six of the trains 
came in over the Western' and Atlantic 
and three over the Southern from Chatta- 
nooga. They were transferred at the Mitch- 
ell street yards to the Central of Georgia 
road and sent flying toward the coast 
with the shortest possible delay. 

The first train over the Western and 
Atlantic arrfved about 7 o’clock last night. 
It carried twenty-two cars, loaded with 
wagons, guns and various other baggage 
of the troops. No. 2, which came in at 
8:45 o’clock, carried twelve tourist sleepers 
filed with soldiers. No. 3 at 9 p. m., No. 4 
at 12 m., No. 5 at 12:30 a. m. and No. 6 at 
1 a. m. carried ten sleepers each, with the 
exception of No. 5, which carried twelve. 
On board these trains were the Seventh ana 
Sixteenth regiments United States infan- 
try, numbering about 2,000 troops. 

The first train over the Southern, with 
seventeen cars loaded with equipments, ar- 
rived at 9:20 p m.. No. 2 arrived at 12:30 a. 
m. and brought seventeen coaches and 
sleepers, ‘with 256 men. No. 3 arrived at 
1 o'clock with @ighteen cars and 221 men. 
Considering the weight of the trains, fast 
time was made and the officers in charge 
of the troops last night expressed them- 
selves as being well pleased with the rail- 
way service. 

This modern method of army moving will 
continue today, tomorrow and Momday 
with unabated energy. No troops will be 
transferred Sunday. Eight more trains will 
leave Chickamauga via the Southern rail- 
way some time today and will pass through 
Atlanta tonight, carrying hundreds of sol- 
diers. There will also be a large transfer 
on the Western amd Atlantic, it not being 

wn just now how many troops 
be sent through. 

The Southern will send eight @@ore loaded 
trains south tomorrow and Monday the 
same programme will be repeated. ‘The 
railroads are exercising every possible ef- 
fort to send the troops south with all pos- 
sible haste and the whole contingent at 
Chickamauga will be in Tampa in the next 
few days. | 

This means work and plenty of it for the 
engineers, conductors and firemen, extra 
forces of whom have had to be put et work 
on the Central; Southern and Western and 
Atlantic. No.sooner is an engine at one 
end of the line than it is hurried back to 
the starting point again after another 
load. The main line of the Central was 
kept alive all day yesterday with ergines 


going to Chickamauga.

STATE FORCES KEPT INTACT? 


Governor Calls a Conference of His 
Colonels in Atlanta Next 
Tuesday. 

Notwithstanding the present broken con- 
dition of the ranks of the Georgia militta 
on account of the volunteer service, the 
State forces are to be kept intact, so it is 
said, with the same men and offivers as far 
as practicable. ; 

The colonels of the five Georgia regi- 
ments were yesterday notified to meet in 
Atlanta next Tuesday for the purpose of 
conferring as to the most feasible plan 
for preserving the companies in their origi- 
nal forms. 

According to usual military tactics the 
two majors and the officers who are now 
at Camp Northen will have been trans- 
ferred from the Georgia militia to the 
United States ranks as soon as they are 
mustered in at Griffin today. Some of them 
are already in the service of the govern- 
ment, having been mustered in Tuesday and 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

‘The question that is now agitating the 
minds of the military authorities is wheth- 
er these officers are still members of their 
old regiments. The governor stated last 
night he would attempt to have indefinite 
leaves of absence granted these men during 
their enlistment with the government gn 
order that they may be received in the 
state ranks on their return, the object 
being to preserve the original rosters. 

During the absence of those who have 
joined the ranks of Uncle Sam it is proba- 
ble the officers next in cOmmand will be 
detailed to fill the vacancies. This question 
however, is to be decided at the confer- 
ence next Tuesday. 

The governor stated last night he did not 
know what plan would be adopted. Every 
effort will be made to preserve the state 
militia in case of an emergency where ‘the 
troops might be called on for the protection 
of life and property.

WIRES ARE KEPT WARM 


Senators Bacon and Clay Plead With 
Secretary Alper To Relent. 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE TO BE HELD 


If Request Is Turned Down and Legal 
Grounds Can Be Secured an In- 
junction May Follow—Great 
Effort Made To Retain 
Arms, 


STILL NO ANSWER HAS BEEN RE- 
ceived from the appeal that the war de- 
partment rescind its order requiring the 
Georgie vclunteers, now United States gol- 
diers, to use the equipment of the state 
militia. 

Innumerable telegrams from  Colone’ 
Brown, Lieutenant Kirkland, at the volun- 
teers’ headquarters, an@ Governor Atkin- 
son, asking for guns for the Georgia troops 
remain unanswered. The order from the 
war department that the state rifles shall 
be used still remains in force, and from 
present indications will be carried out to 
the letter, notwithstanding the violent kick 
from the state militiamen. 

Yesterday Governcr Atkinson wired Sen- 
ators Clay and Bacon to call on Secretary 
of War Alger and induce him, if possible 
to allow ithe state troops to keep their own 
arms, for use in case of possible emergency. 
The senators held a conference with Secre- 
tary Alger yesterday, but from the dis- 
patches received in Atlanta last night se- 
cured little encouragement. 

Governor Atkinson received a telegram 
from Senator Bacon about 9 o'clock last 
night statmg he and@ Senator Clay had 
conferred with Secretary. Alger, and had 
another engag¢«ment with him this morning. 
No intimation was given in the dispatch 
that the request would be eranted, 

The local militia officials are inclined to 
regard the delay as somewhat encourag- 
ing, as they believe a definite answer would 
have been given the senators at once had 
the secretary of war decided not to grant 
the request. It is hoped that a favorable 
reply will come today or tomorrow. 

Just what will be done in case Secretary 
Alger wires that the equipment of the state 
must be used, is not known. The suppo- 
sition that such will be the request is based 
on the fact that the order was general to 
every state in the union recruiting volun- 
teers and not specifically to Georgia. Ii 
the Georgia equipment is not used the other 
states would have a right to the game 
privilege. The Georgia militia, . therefore 
has odds to contend with in its fight for 
the retention of its own property. 

On the receipt of a negative answer, the 
law on the eswbject will be immediately 
looked up and if there is any legal grounds 
on which the equipment can be held it fs 
probable it will be used as the basis for 
an injunction. Governor Atkinson stated 
last night he thought the government had 
a right to demand the state equipment if 
it desired, although he ha@ not fully inves- 
tigated the haw on the subjeet, and wags 
not decided as to whether the estate had 
any legal right to its arms. 

In 1887 an act was passed by the national] 
congress appropriating $1,000 to each state 
for é@ver-- congressman for military suste-. 
nance to be delivered in arms, ammunition 
equipment or money as desired. ,Georgia 
has eleven congressmen and has been draw- 
ing $11,000 annually for the support of her 
state troops. Whether this authority car- 
ries with it an exclusive right of ownershir 
has not been determined by those directly 
interested. Some claim the governm@ni 
under this statute would have no right to 
demand the state arms; others take an en- 
tirely different view of it, arguing, with 
Lieutenant Kirkland, of the United States 
commissary department, that the equip- 
ment was only merely loaned to the sta#e: 
that it is still the property of the govern- 
ment and that the government has the 
right to take charge of it on demand.

Cannon and Mortars Ordered from 


Southern Forts to Tampa To Be 
Shipped to Cuba. 

The officers of the department of the 
gulf were kept busy yesterday rushing or- 
ders for the, mobilization of the army at 
Tampa. Indications certainly point to an 
early invasion of Cuba, as every possible 
effort is being made to hasten the troops 
to the coast and equip them with necessary 
arms, 

The different forts along the coast are 
to be divested of some of their heavy guns. 
An order was issued yesterday afternoon 
to the officers commanding Fort Morgan at 
Mobile, Fort Pickens, Pensacola, Jackson 
barracks, Sullivan's island, Charleston, 
New Orleans, St. Francis barracks, Au- 
gusta, and Fort Barancas, to ship all their 
three and six-tenths inch guns and mortars 
at once to Tampa. 

These guns will be used by the army of 
invasion in Cuba, and it is probable that 
the Georgia artillery companies may be 
supplied in this way § after they reach 
Tampa. The officers at the forts received 
orders yesterday afternoon, and proceeded 
to execute them at once. By tonight a 
large number of the guns and mortars will 
be in Tampa ready to be loaded on the 
transports. 

The absence of these guns will not dam- 
age the defenses of the forts to any extent, 
as the large guns still remain. It is prob- 
able a large shipment of mortars and can- 
non will pass through Atlanta some time to- 
day or tonight from Washington en route 
to the various forts on the coast.

DEFENSE BEGINS: 
ITS SIDE OF CASE 


Attorney Ladson Made a Strong Showing 
in Court Yesterday. 


MANY WITNESSES EXAMINED 


Witness Stewart Does Not Like At- 
torney Ladson. 


HIS LETTER IS BROUGHT INTO COURT 


In It He Says He First Mentioned the 
Craig Case to Mr. Ladson—On the 
Stand He Said Differently. 

"T ‘retatione J. B. Cumming, vs. CC. T. 

Iadson, rested yesterday morning at 
11:30 o'clock, and after a few moments’ of 
colloquy among the attorneys for the de- 
fense, that side opened and made a show- 
isg during the remainder of the day. 

Court was adjourned at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon by Judge Lumpkin, and the de- 
fense will resume the work of hearing 
testimony this morning at 9 o’clock. A 
number of witnesses were examined yester- 
day and interrogatories from several were 
read. 

J. T. Stewart, who was left on the stand 

when court adjourned’ Wednesday after- 
noon, continued his testimony under a fire 
of cross-examination by Judge J. T. Pen- 
dleton. Judge Pendicton desired to show 
by Stewart that he had conspired to entrap 
Mr. Ladson in order to secure evidence for 
the prosecution in the disbarment proceed- 
ings. ate ! 
Evidence was drawm from Stewart showing 
that he had written Mr, Ladson in the 
mame of his brother-in-law, informing the 
attorney he knew of a damage case that 
could be obtained. 

Stewart testified that he made two trips 
to McDonough to work up @ case agains’ 
Mr. Ladson for Major Cumming, and that 
on the second trip he got wp a letter, sign- 
ing his brother-in-law’s name to it, and 
sent it to Mr. Ladson; that Mr. Ladson sent 
a reply .which he had carried -to Major 
Cumming’s office, but that the letter ‘‘didn’t 
suit,”’ and was hande@ back to him later 
and that he did not know where the letter 
is now—meaning, evidently, there was noth- 
ing in the answer which would hurt Mr 
Ladson. This evidence caused a gensa- 
tion, 

Stewart also said that he had signed an 
affidavit for the railroad to the effect that 
Mr. Ladson had paid him to bring Craig 
to his office, but that before’ he signed it 
he sent a man to Mr. Ladson’s office to tel 
him that the railroad wanted him to sign 
the affidavit, but that if he (Mr. Ladson) 
would give him a job working in the Geor. 
gia Ice Company's house, which Mr. Lad- 
son had in charge, that he would not sign 
the affidavit. He said Mr. Ladson sent 
word back to sign what he pleased and gc 
to 'the devil; that he didn’t have any job for 
him. 

Judge Pendleton intimated that Stewart 
had been accused of theft by the Georgia 
Ice Company, and asked the witness if it 
was not on account of this accusation 
that his claim against the company was 
never paid. Stewart said he knew nothing 
of such as accusation. Witness said he did 
rot feel kindly toward Mr. Ladson. 

C. M. Craig, a section hand on the South- 
ers railway, living near McDonough, next 
testified for the prosecution. He said at 
the instance of Stewart he called to see 
Mr. Ladson, but had told the attorney not 
to bring suit until further instructions, as 
he preferred to settle his case with the rall- 


HB prosecution in the case of ex- 


road. He subsequently accepted $200 in ac- 


knowledgment of all claims. Cross exami- 
sation brought out the fact that Craig had 
signed an unconditional contract employ- 
ing Mr. Ladson to bring suit. 

At this juncture the prosecution rested, 
and after a few moments the defense intro- 
duced -a@ letter from Stewart in which he 
wrote that Mr. Ladson had not asked him 
to obtainn Craig’s case, but that he, Stew- 
art, had first spoken of the case to Mr. 
Ladson. This letter was directed to Mr. 
Ladson. , 

W.._T. Adams, an employee of the Georgia 
Ice mpany, swore he would not believe 
Stewart on oath. Walter Booth swore to the 
same thing. Charles W. Winter. who at 
one time lived in the same house with 
Stewart, swore he would not believe him on 
oath. The reading of the evidence of Re- 
ville at the Whitten trial, caused Major 
Cumming to object. The attorney said he 
had never intimated that Reville had not 
sworn the truth, but that the point he made 
was that Reville had been produced by 
Mr., Ladson as a disinterested witness, 
when, in point of fact, he had an interest in 
the verdict: 

Interrogatories from a number of wit- 
nesses. were read in order to establish the 
gooi character of Reville. After their 
readirig court was adjourned. Interest in 
the case continues unabated, and many 
members of the local bar were present.

EXODUS OF THUGS HAS ALREADY BEGUN 


Police in Northern Cities Have Notified 
Officials in Southern States—Will 
Come to Grief in Atlanta. 

g that great swarms of thieves are 

Wocking south from the northern 
cities. This exodus is owing to the mobili- 
zation of troops in this section of the 
country, the rogues and thugs thinking 
they can reap a rich harvest down here. 

A thief is a bird of flight as well as a 
bird of prey at all times when he is not a 
jail bird and as such cagtéd. His vocation, 
from a point of safety, requires him to be 
constantly on the wing. The mobilization 
of the troops has opened up a new field for 
him, and he is quick to take advantage of 
it. He is aware that any overt act would 
promptly curtail his liberty in the territory 
where he is known, and as he is not known 
in the south his chances of success are a 
thousand fold better than they would be 
in the north. Among the criminals known 
to have gone south during the past week 
from this and other large eastern cities are 
dozens of the most daring and adroit 
burglars that ever used a jimmy. Ordinary 
house breakers, ‘“‘second-story’’ men who 
can climb porches with the nimbleness of 
a cat, safe blowers who are continually 
dodging the police, and the audacious sneak 
thief have all apparently joined forees and 
have taken their flight southward. The 
track of these lawbreakers who have come 
from distant cities is marked by crimes, and 
by the deeds committed en route is the 
track of the thieves followed by the police. 

Now that by reason of the camps the 
population of some southern sections will 
be trebled, the fleld ceases to be an ordi- 
nary one. It is expected to prove a verit- 
able Klondike to the hundred crooks who 
have only desired a chance to shake north- 
ern dust from their shoes. The fact that 
should the volunteers be ordered to the 
south, thousands of them will come from 
rural districts, leads the “shell’’ men, the 
card sharps and the “green goods” men to 
bank upon doing, for a time at least, a 
thriving business. Their work will begi: 
after the paymaster has made his rounds, 
and will continue until the dawning of the 
next pay day. 

All this has come to the knowledge of 
Chief Manly, and he has notified his cap- 
tains to instruct their men to keep a close 
watchout for all suspicious characters. 

“There is one thing certain,” said the 
chief yesterday afternoon, “and that is 
the rogues and sharpers will come to grief 
if they try any of their tricks in this 
city.”

The Outcome of S. A. Conley's Quest 
For His Runaway Wife. 


REMBRANDT UNDER TWO BONDS 


Mrs. Conley Rushes Out To Try To 
Secure His Hail. 


HUSBAND AND BOY LEAVE FOR TEXAS 


Woman Claims She Is Not Conley’s 
Wife Under Texas Laws—He Was 
Divorced from First Wife.

J ductor of the Texas wife, was sent to 

the Fulton county jail yesterday morn- 
ing. S. A. Conley, the wronged husband, left 
at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon for Aus- 
tin, Tex., and carried his little six-year-old 
boy with him. Mrs. Conley, the heroiae 
in this eventful domestic infelicity, zpent 
yesterday afternoon rushing around trying 
to get somebody to go on Rembrandt's 
bond, her love for the artist overshadow- 
ing what sorrow she may have felt at 
parting from her little boy. 

The story of Conley’s discovery of his 
faithless wife as Mrs. Rembrandt was 
told in yesterday’s Constitution and it 
was read with great surprise by those 
who had the pleasure of an acquaintance 
with the accomplished artist and musician 
and his equally accomplished alleged wife. 
Conley came to Atlanta and the city de- 
tectives located his runaway wife at No. 
24 Houston street, where Artist Rembrandt 
had fitted up a most elegant studio. There 
was a meeting of husband and wife and 
she declined to return to Texas. He begged. 
threatened and then abused the artist. 
All of which had no effect on the woman. 

Conley was divorced from his first wife, 
and this had much to do with the etory 
which Mrs. Conley told at the trial of the 
artist yesterday morning. 

Rembrandt was arraigned before Judge 
Candler in his office in Temple Court upon 
special warrants charging him with living 
in adultery and carrying a _ concealed 
weapon, a pistol having been found on him 
when arrested. 

Conley told the judge how he woed and 
won his second wife after his first had 
been gotten rid of by a decree of divorce. 
He allowed her to take lessons from Rem- 
brandt and Rembrandt took the woman. 
Mrs. Conley ran away carrying the little 
boy, and since coming to Atlanta had been 
living with the artist as his wife. 

Mre. Conley told a very remarkable 
story. She said that according to the 
laws of Texas a man cannot marry a stc- 
ond time when divorced until six months 
have elapsed after the divorce had been 
granted. She stated that Conley fooled 
her and she married nim within a month 
after he was divorced from his first wife. 
She. therefore, never considered herse!f 
Conley’s wife. Rembrandt loved her and 
she loved him. Conley did not treat her 
kindly and she went away with the man 
she loved. ‘ 

Rembrandt had nothing to say, but was 
a lamb before the shearers. He was great-+ 
ly excited and kept an eye on the husband 
he had wronged. 

On the warrant charging him with adul- 
tery Rembrandt was required to give a 
bond of $300 and on the warrant for car- 
rying concealed weapons he was asked to 
give a bond of $20. He was unable to 
give the security and was sent to the 
county jail. 

Mrs. Conley was not prosecuted. She 
was allowed to ga free, and up to the mo- 
ment of his departure Conley vainly imag- 
ined his wife would go with him. Thie 
he believed she would do, not so much 
for any love he thought she still had in 
her breast for him, but on account of the 
little boy, for through it all the mother’s 
itself. 

As soon as the artist was behind the 


jail bars Mrs. Conley started off to as- 
certain if some of his German friends in

\Late in the afternoon she had met with no

IN THE CHAINGANG 


Setence of the Young Men Who Sent 
in False Alarm of Fire, 


THEIR GUILT WAS ESTABLISHED 


Little Fun of Their Own. 


COULD NOT PAY A FIFTY DOLLAR FINE 


The Men Were Drinking—Entire De- 
partment Turned Out—Trial in 
Police Court Yesterday. 


‘ZUBPEPN MITCHELL and William 

Singleterry, who had a little fun by 

calling out the entire fire department 
when there was no fire, were heavily fined 
in the police court yesterday afternoon, 

Two citizens “testified that they saw 
Mitchell and Singleterry standing close to 
the alarm box when at the corner of 
Whitehall and Hunter streets, and when 
they walked off the bell rang. The pris- 
oners were seen to hurry down Whitehall 
toward Alabama, and were arrested by 
Patrolman Wilson. 

The officer stated that he saw the two 
men coming down Whitehall from Hunter, 
and there were no other persons in sight 
at the time. 

A fireman testified that Mitchell, when 
asked if he rang in the false alarm, replied: 
“Yes, I did; and what are you going to do 
about it?’’ This was immediately after the 
_ arrest. 

The prisoners denied their guilt, and said 
they were in Jacobs’ drug store, at the 
corner of Alabama and Whitehall streets, 
drinking soda water when the fire bell 
rang. 

The recorder found both of them guilty. 
After the new patent alarm boxes were 
placed in the center of the business por- 
tion of the city, section 552 of the city code 
was amended so as to read at the close that 
half the amount of any fine collected from 
persons guilty of sending in a false fire 
alarm should go to the informer, The 
ordinance calls for a fine not exceeding 
$250, and a tag has been placed on each of 
the boxes warning all persons not to send 
in a false alarm. 

Under this ordinance the recorder fined 
each of the young men $580 and costs of 
court, and as they could t pay the 
amount, they were sent to the‘%ecity chain- 
gang for thirty days. 

Box 382, from which the false alarm was 
sent night before last about 9 o’clock, is at 
the corner of Whitehall and Hunter streets, 
and being in the heart of the city, the en- 
tire department, including the engine from 
West End, turned out. Such a run cost 
the department probably over $100, count- 
ing the coal and wear and tear on horses 
and apparatus. 

This is the first thing of the kind that 
has occurred since the new boxes were 
put up. The young men were drinking at 
the time, and the erank to the box was 
turned in a drunken frolic.

The Convention of Compressors Met Yes- 
terday at the Kimball. 
SUGGESTED SIZE FOR BALES 


Will Attempt To Have All Cotton Made 
in Boxes 24 by 54. 


DELEGATES PRESENT FROM THREE STATES 


Dr. J. D. Turner, of Atlanta Compress 
Co., Re-elected President—J. W. 
Lapsley, Vice President. 


Forty delegates from various parts of 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, rep- 
resenting the compressing interests of those 
states, met in convention at the Kimball 
yesterday at noon. The compress associa- 
tion was formed in Atlanta five years ago 
in the hall in which the delegates assem- 
bled yesterday, and at that time only a 
small proportion of the present large mem- 
bership» was on hand. Since then the as- 
gociation has grown in usefulness and 
strength and the fifth annual convention 
held yesterday was the most representative 
and thoroughly beneficial one in the history 


of the association. 

The meeting was called to order by Pres- 
ident J. D. Turner, of thé Atlanta Com- 
press Company, and one or more dele- 
gates answered to the following roll of the 
compress companies throughout Georgia 
and neighboring states: Railroad Com- 
press Company, of Birmingham, Ala.; Bir- 
mingham Compress and Storage Company, 
Birmingham, Ala.; Columbus Compress 
Company, Columbus, Ga.; Albany Cotton 
Compress Company, Albany, Ga.; Decatur, 
Ala., Compress Company; Anniston, Ala., 
Compress Company; Demopolis Compress 
Company, of Demopolis, Ala.; Rome Com- 
press Company, Rome, Ga.; English Com- 
press Company, Macon, Ga.; Opelika Com- 
press Company, Opelika, Ala.; Selma Com- 
press Company, Selma, Ala.; Dawson Com- 
press Company, Dawson, Ga.; Elberton 
Compress Company, Elberton, Ga.; Ameri- 
cus Compress Company, Americus, Ga.; 
Augusta Compress Company, Augusta, Ga.; 
Union Compress Company, of Rome, Ga.; 
Central Railroad Compress Companies; Ma- 
rion Compress Company, Marion, Ala.; 
Uniontown Compress Company, Uniontown, 
Ala.; Star Compress Company, Meridian, 
Miss.; Mutual Compress Company, Mont- 
gomery, Ala. 

President J. D. Turner announced the 
death of Colonel J. D. Boyd, of Griffin, Ga., 
vice president of the association, and made 
a@ short feeling address upon the life of 
Colonel Boyd and hig valuable services 
while connected with the association. A 
committee was appointed to draft resolu- 
tions expressing the sorrow of the dele- 
gates and their sympathy for the bereaved 
family and the same was unanimously 
adopted, 

The principal work of the convention 
was the open discussion of means louking 
to the regulation of the bales of cotton 
ginned within the territory of the associa- 
tions Judge J. W. Lupsiey, of Alabama, 
stated that the cotton ginners of Texas 
had recently passe) @ resolution declaring 
that every bale of the staple made in that 
state should be of uni orm size and density 
and measure twenty-four by fifty-four 
inches. He said: “I appreciate that such 
a step on our part would be improper, as 
Such action is not in the jurisdiction of 
this association, but we should take the 
initiative in suggesting and advising a 
similar step in our territory. The density 
of the bale regulates the rates charged 
for its transportation over railroad and 
steamship lines and with every bale of 
cotton molded into a package twenty-four 
by fifty-four inches, the space taken up 
will be greatly diminished and consequently 
the cost of transporting it correspondingly 
lowered. It will aid producer, buyer and 
consumer, and make the profit of each 
larger in the end.” 

After a short debate upon the advisa- 
bility of the association making this sug- 
gestion, the following committee on uniform 
bales was appointed: 

Judge J. W. Lapsley, of Alabama; W. P. 
Armstrong, of Alabama: F. B. Fisk, of 
Alabama; J. 8. Doughty, of Georgia; J. B. 
English, of Georgia, and J. C. Webb, of 
Ajabama. : 

The convention took a recess until 2:30 
o’clock and upon its reassembling the com- 
mittee reported favorably upon Judge Laps- 
ley’s suggestion, strongly advising the uni- 
form size of twenty-four “by fifty-four for 
each bale of cotton and setting forth the 
immense advantage this change would be 
to all parties. After the unanimous pass- 
age of the report of the committee the 
following explanatéry resolution was 
adopted: 

“Whereas, It has been demonstrated by 
the report of our committee on improve- 
ment of the American cotton bale tnat it 
is to the best interest of the farmer to 
have this cotton pressed in a box wx, 
therefore, be it 

“Resoived, Ihat this convention heartily 
indorse, approve and adopt the report of 
the committee, and urge upon each and 
all present to bring these resolutions to 
the attention of the local boards of trade, 
chambers of commerce and others interest- 
ed,and thatall be required to use their best 
efforts to immediately induce the ginners to 
organize and change their press boxes to 
24x54 inside measurement, and that it be the 
duty of each member of this association to 
bring to bear upon those interested the im- 
portance of this change; be it further 

‘Resolved, That the ginnéers and farmers 
be earnestly requested to in no case use 
anything lighter than the bagging weighing 
two and a quarter pounds to the yard, and 
ties weighing forty-five pounds to the bun- 
dle of thirty.” 

The association thryvughout Georgia and 
Alabama will undertake to present the re- 
sult of its deliberations yesterday to all 
producers and ginners of cotton by issuing 
circulars explaining at greater length the 
need for and advantages to be gained from 
molding the bale in uniform size. After 
the routine work of the association had 
been completed the officers for the follow- 
ing year were chosen. Dr. J. D. Turner, 
of Atlanta, was re-elected president of the 
association; Judge J. W. Lapsley, of \Ala- 
bama, first vice president; J. B. English, 
of Macon, Ga., second vice president, and 
dames T, Dunlap, of Atlanta, secretary and 
treasurer. . 

The following executive board was unan- 
imously elected: T. B. Fisk, of Alabama: 
J: H, Reynolds, of Georgia; J. B. English, 
of Georgia; M. F. Howell, of Alabama, and 
C, Wessolowsky, of Georgid. The conven- 
en adjourned to meet in Atlanta next
